the American Way. 


The American constitution J>as been 


called a system of checks. So in Ameri- 
can life, When yon want to travel, yon 
give yonr baggage to the porter of your 
hotel, and he gives yon n check in re- 
turn. At tho station you reclaim it 
with the check and pass it in at a conn 
ter and receive another cheek. -As -yon 
approach your destination another func- 
tionary comes along the train, takes 
your check and-gives you another chock 
in its place. Ho fishes out your baggage 
and convoys it to yonr hotel—for a con- 
sideration.' You have left your third 
and last check at the office of the hotel 
when yon enter it, and thence it is do 
livered up on receipt of the baggage. 


At first you bless this arrangement as 


the salvation of the traveler. After 
few weeks of it tho tyranny of the check 
becomes so galling that yon begin to 
long for tho fine old English method ol 
dumping down your goods in front of 
porter and leaving them to find the. way 
themselves. 
You would even hail it as 


a personal triumph if some of yonr bag- 
gage wquTa gefTdsfc. .Bnt it never, does. 
Sometimes it arrives late, bat it'always 
arrives. 


Yet it seldom arrives in the shape in 


which it started, if that ifi any consola- 
tion. They who have to :do with bag- 
gage see to that. You very soon discover 
why Americans carry tbeir goods in 
ironclad trunks, and why it is madness 
for anybody to do anything else. I 
started out, like an idiot, with a new 
leather portmanteau. They ripped the 
stout brass lock off the first week— 
not for plunder, apparently, but simply 
because it is tho tradition of tho service. 
They punched it and kicko'd and danced 
on it. In softer .Lours, when literary 
inspiration caaio, they wrote on it. My 
portmanteau today is an epitome of the 
political sentiment of tho United States 
from.New "York to Sun Francisco. As 
a historical document it is beyond 
price, and I am contemplating the gift 
of it to the library of congress at Wash- 
ington. As a portmanteau it has both 
feet in the grave. 


The system of1 checks is not confined 


to travelers' luggage. The conductor of 
the train passes carelessly to and fro 
asking for your ticket and giving you a 
check in return, or asking for yo'uj; 
check and returning your ticker. If you 
hand your stick to n boy in a hotel 
while you write your name in the reg- 
ister, he dashes off to stow it away ip 
some secret place and returns triumphant 
with a check. In the very hotel bar, 
when you buy sevenpenoe ha'porth of 
whisky you get a check and walk two 
yards across the bar to pay at a desk, 


Bnt the apotheosis of the cheek is at 


Niagara. When yon go down to the 
Cave of tho Winds, you strip off all 
yonr clothes and leave them, as well as 
your valuables, in a tin box with tho 
attendant. Thou you go down to battle 
with the cataract attired only in a suit 
of pyjamas, n suit of oilskins and a 
check lashed around your neck and ris- 
ing and faMiiig with the beating of 
your heart. No wonder Uie American 
spealcs'of" de;t;h as "handing'in his 
checks." It is only by death that he can 
rid himself of t'orai.—London Mail.

the bill licensing glove contests in that 
State,declared Ibat he did not consider 
prize-fighting to be anywhere near as 
demoralizing and brutal as football. 


"The Governor is right. 
And yet 


from all over the nation there comas a 
howl against Nevada, against Nevada's 
legislature, against Nerada'a Governor, 
against Nevada'e people—and all for 
what ? We cannot find a single excuse 
therefor, 'except it be that Nevada has 
refused to be a hypocrite, and hypoc- 
risy appears to be the prevailing fad of 
the day. 


"There is absolutely nothing cruel, 


there is absolutely nothing demoraliz- 
ing, there is absolutely-nothing brutal- 
izing in a well-contested glove contest. 
There ia absolutely nothing connected 
with it, as a matter of strength, skill 
and science, that should debar any 
good woman from witnessing it, whose 
nervea can stand 
the 
unspeakable 


brutality of n football match, and the 
demoralizing effect such a eontest can- 
not fail to have on the nature of that 
sex which is supposed to be tender- 
hearted. 


"And yet ministers will spoot from 


the pulpit and editors will write ia the 
press, abusing glove contests and those 
who attend them, and tbo same minis- 
ters and editors will crowd to football 
matches and grow enthusiastic over 
straggles infinitely more brutal aud 
dangerous to limb and to life than 
were the contests in the prize ring 
even with bare knuckles. 


"There is something also about many 


of the editors of the State in connec- 
tion with this matter, which is very 
peculiar and very amusing. They love 
to see a rattling glove contest, in which 
the men are about equally matched in 
strength, and are the acme and the 
perfection of skill and of science. 
They will privately own to thbir love of 
the eport. 
They will admit that it is 


neither brutal, demoralizing nor cruel, 
and yet these very same men will either 
write articles denouncing 'the good 
•port they enjoy,or will r'emaiu silently 
acquiescent while the columns of their 
papers nr« "gKoaT o-ror to ito Vlcuuuul- 
ation 
by ministerial organizations, 


sometimes even—God save the mark 
and the devil applaud the cheek—by 
youths whose length of hair testifies 
that they are slaves to the pernicious 
practice of football. 


"Now, 
why is this? 
Why do men 


•who hare seen many a good glove con 
test and who know that it is not cruel, 
that it is not brutal, that it is not de- 
moralizing, permit themselves to be- 
come mere echoes of men and women 
who have never seen one and who do 
not know what they are talking about ? 
Could hypocrisy farther go, than when 
knowledge is afraid to open its lips and 
becomes but the blind echo of ignor- 
ance ? 


"The Bee ham never asked o( others 


what they think or what they do not 
think. It has never condemned men 
who are opposed to all glove contests, 
for it believes that every man has a 
right to his own opinion. It does pro- 
test, however, against the blatant and 
tho patent hypocrisy which will indnce 
men to publicly denounce that which 
they privately approve, and to frown 
upon this action of Nevada when, if 
the truth were known, a majority of 
thorn are saving up-money in order to 
see the promised Oorbett-Fitzsimmons 
match. 


"As to the Bee, it has no hesitation in 


saying that one of its force, probably 
two, will be at tLs fight. The trip to 
the ring will not be made any more 
from a sense of duty in the gathering 
of news than from personal interest 
and enjoyment on the part of the indi- 
vidual or individuals who will attend. 


"The Bee greets Nevada with re- 


newed a»8uranoes of its most disting- 
uished consideration. Amid her sister 
States she shines out a sparkling jewel 
of consistency in an otherwise uu 
broken sisterhood of hypocrisy."

DEFICIENCY BILT,S. 


A flood of deficiency bills, aggregat-

The 
bill proposes that no immigrant who 
cannot read and write either the Eng- 
lish or some othe. language shall be 
permitted to enter. 


It is not the purpose ol this measure 


to offend the foreigner or put an em 
bargo on 
his 
coming to America. 


Americans who have studied the social 
conditions here and who look forward 
to the time when the American people, 
as a distinct nation, will, be a sturdy 
stock, made up from the assimilation 
of many different peoples, want the 
immigrant; bat they want him intelli 
gent, industrious, suber and law-abid 
ing. 
The illiterate class fails to mee 


these qualifications. It includes men 
who, in their westward course across 
the country, lodge in the slums of the 
big cities, augmenting the ranks of the 
paupers and criminals. The unde 
served bad reputation of some foreign 
nationalities in this country is due to 
men of this sort. 


The educational test is not only thi 


beat for building up the country, bu 
the beat for those persons who wan 
immigration restricted on general prin 
ciples. It will materially lessen tb 
influx of foreigners, but the class o 
aliens! barred out will be the undesir 
able class. The others will be as wel 
come to these hospitable shores as ove; 


And yet, President Cleveland ha: 


expressed a firm determination to veti 
this measure, as it don't seem to jib 
with his peculiar notions of American

Company should show affirmatively 
that the lights burned during the 
hours between dark and 12f30 o'clock 
On the other ha'ad it was insisted by" 
the representative of the Light Com- 
pany 'that unless ' it could he shown 
that the lights did not burn every 
night as .per contract that the com-, 
pany should bo paid. Thie assumption 
on the part of the Electric Light Com- 
pany war promptly "sat down," as the 
saying is.

The soldiers wero so inured to fire, wo 
are told, that they ate and slept under 
it with scarcely any concern, while, to 
add terrors to the night, came the dreary.

American, sharpshooters were naturally 
in their element upon tho steep sides of 
the wooded ravines that formed such a 
feature in every batfcla and skirmish. 
Tho longed for bayonet hung in idle- 
ness from the halts of the British iu- 
faiitry—thero was no room or place for 
it. The soldiers hacl'nothing but disoi- 
pl'ino and their native valor to make np 
for their immeuso inferiority in the use 
of the rifle to most of-their foes, nor do 
wo require Anbnrey's testimony to re- 
aliae'what a; hopeless country -was this 
in which Burgoyufi'n army now found 
themselves for the conduct of warfare- 
upon European nystems.
